Belfast and Ireland. 


The Parliament of Northern Ireland, 
which was opened yesterday, is confronted 
with two inter-dependent problems—the 
boundaries question and the state of 
Belfast. They are inter-dependent because 
by the passions which each has aroused 
the other is aggravated and intensified. 
It is almost certain that, if order were 
restored in Belfast to-morrow, the perilous 
tension on both sides of the Northern 
frontier would be relaxed. The boundaries 
question cannot be tackled with any 
prospect of success until the Irish Free 
State is in being; and in the meanwhile 
every effort must be made to avert an 
explosion which might ruin Ireland. 
For this reason, and for a hundred others, 
the state of Belfast must be improved 
without @ moment’s delay. Morally, poli- 
tically, socially, and economically the city 
is being devastated by the present condi- 
tion of affairs. Life is held on a more 
precarious tenure in Belfast to-day than 
in any other city in Europe. The daily 
death-roll is appalling and the assassin s 
bomb and revolver spare neither sex nor 
age. Trade and industry are being throttled 
at the very time when they are in most need 
of a stimulus. The community has been 
unduly patient of disorder, but at last it 
is seriously alarmed. The situation has 
become intolerable. During the past week 
public opinion has clamoured for vigorous 
action by the Northern Government, 

The Government's response to this 
demand was announced yesterday. Sir 
James Craig promises legislation that will 
equip the civil authorities with the powers 
which the “ competent military authority ” 
wielded under the Restoration of Order 
Act. As we in Dublin know, those powers 
are sufficiently drastic. Certain offences 
will render ihe culprit liable to flogging— 
a brutal remedy, but sometimes necessary 
in the case of brutes. Furthermore, Sir 
James Craig has persuaded Field-Marshal 
Sir Henry Wilson to prepare a scheme 
for the protection and pacification of 
Belfast, and has undertaken. to enforce 
it “without regard for cost or conse- 
quences.’’ The quality of the scheme is 


pguaranteed by Sir Henry Wilson s brilliant 


reputation; and, if the work of restoring 
order is done in the true temper ol 
civic justice, its success ought to be 
assured. The menace to Belfast's peace 
and honour is equally great whether it 
comes from Sinn Fein ruffians or from 
Unionist ruffians, and both are engaged 
to-day in an evil competition, The 
Marquis of Londonderry insisted yester- 
day that politics offered no excuse for 
murder. This is the spirit in which the 
Northern Government must use its for- 
midable machinery of punishment. By 
wise, firm, and strictly impartial action 
it can cleanse its Augean stables very 
quickly. 

Sir Henry Wilson's scheme will embrace 
the protection of the boundaries, and an 
undetermined part of £2,000,000 of the 
Northern taxpayers’ money will be de 
voted to that object. In present circum- 
stances Sir James Craig finds this pre 
caution necessary. On the Southern side 
the Irish Republican Army assumes a 
similar necessity; and so the two armies 
face each other across the border—powder- 
mines of potential trouble. Do the two 
Governments contemplate with any satis- 
faction a prolonged .continuance of this 
uneasy and perilous situation? Nothing 
is more certain than that in the end the 
problem must be setiled by statesmen- 
ship, not by force of arms. Surely states- 
manship can get to work now on both 
sides of these bristling frontiers, even 
as in a theatre a new scene is set while 
the actors are posjuring before the curtain. 
In the Northern Senate yesterday Colonel 
Thomas Sinclair pointed out that the two 
Irish Governments could not hope to settle 
any of their differences until they began 
to be on speaking terms. He pleaded for 
conference between the leaders, and we 
endorse his plea with all our heart. ‘Sir 
James Craig says that he is ready to fulfil 
his contract with Mr. Collins fo the letter, 
but that he is embarrassed by Southern 
pin-pricks. There are Northern pin-pricks, 
too, and Mr. Collins is embarrassed by 
them. Can these leaders not meet each 
other and agree upon a truce to pin-. 
pricks? Peace is an equal necessity for 
Ahe good name and progress of Northern 
and Southern Ireland.

There is no 
better type of man in Europe than the 
old “R.I.C. man,” and, if the disbanded 
police are compelled to leave Ircland in 
order to eke out thei? ‘slender pensions, 
bá Irish nation will suffer irrevocable 
oss,

Railway Fares. 


The travelling public in Ireland will 
Jearn with envy that the English railway 
companies have decided to restore ex- 
cursion fares. Tourist tickets will be 
issued to all seaside and. inland health 
resorts on the first‘of May, and the con- 
cessions will continue until the end of the 
summer. Il irst-class return tickets will 
be sold at single fare plus 50 per cent., 
while third-class tickets will be sold at 
single fare plus two-thirds. Both will be 
available for two months, The companies, 
furthermore, are considering the restora- 
tion of fortnightly, ten days’, and “ week- 
end" tickets which were so popular among 
all classes of the population in pre-war 
times. What are the chances of cheaper 
fares on the Irish railways? Unfortu- 
nately, they do not seem to be very promis- 
ing. At present the Irish companies are 
virtually helpless. The Provisional Govern- 
ment has undertaken to set up a Commis- 
sion to inquire into all their affairs, and, 
pending its recommendations in regard to 
wages, no cheaper fares may be expected. 
Sooner or later, however, not only must 
tourist ticket@ be issued on the Trish dines, 
but ordinary fares, which are far higher 
than they are in. England, must be re- 
duced. If the fares are kept at their 
present exorbitant level, the public will be 
forced to seek alternative methods of 
transport. 


The Menin Gate. 


The plans of the monument which 
Britain proposes to build in memory of 
her fallen sons at Ypres are pow com- 
plete. They have heen submitted to the 
Communal Council of the famous old 
town, and the work will in at an early 
date. The monument will in the form 
of a huge Arch of Triumph which will 
be built just above the Menin gate, and 
will unite the broken ramparts.

Ypres itself will remain 
a permanent memorial to Britain’s 
soldiers, but no better site for a par- 
ticular monument could have been chosen. 
How many Irish soldiers wept for joy 
when after weeks of a living death at 
Paaschendaele they turned ‘the Hell Fire 
Corner and beheld the Menin Gate! Lre- 
land has & special interest in the Ypres 
monument, and there is a sad irony in 
the fact that her great regiments are 
being disbanded at the very moment when 
it is being built. Who could have fore- 
told their fate in those heroic days?

Today is the seventy-third birthday of the 
fourth Duke of Wellington, who, on the death 
of his elder brother in 1900, succeeded not only 
to the Dukedom and the English titles, but also 
to the foreign titles that had been conferred 
over a century ago on ' The Iron Duke,” in 
recognition of his famous victories. These in- 
clude Prince of Waterloo in the Netherlands, 
Duque de Ciudad Rodrigo, a Grandee of Spain 
{lst Clase), Duque da Vittoria, Marquez de 
‘forres Vedras, and Conde de Vimiera. The 
English titles inelude the Marquisate and 
Barony of Douro, Marquisate, Earldom, ana 
Viscounty of Wellington, Earldom and Barony 
of Mornington, and Viscounty of Wellesley. 
‘The present Duke is a Knight of the Garter 
and member of various foreign Orders. He 
commanded the Ist Battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards at one time, and on the occasions of 
the coronations of King George and the late 
King Edward he carried the Union Standard 
at the ceremony. His heir, the Marquis of 
Douro, has a son, born in 1912, who bears the 
courtesy title of Earl of Mornington. The 
Duke's sisters, Lady HolmPatrick and Lady 
Mary Scott, were raised to the rank of duke’s 
daughters when their elder brother succeeded 
to the title in 1884. 


The Earl of Chesterfield, who celebrates his 
sixty-eighth birthday today, succeeded his 
father as tenth Earl in 1887. He has held 
various Court appointments, including that of 
Treasurer of Queen Victoria's Household, and 
in the present reign has twice performed the 
duties of Master of the Horse and Lord Steward 
of the Household. His ancestor, the fourth 
Karl, famed aa the author of ' The Chesterfield 
Letters,” was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in 


1745-47.

In his Cambridz 
speech he implied that Lord ‘Curzon ha 
requested him not to repeat his action 
without consulting him in private i 
fact, Lord Ourzon had asked him not to 
do so without consulting him in (tiie 
Cabinet. In conclusion, Lord Curzon sail 
that he did not know whether the pub! 
or the private conduct of his late colleague 
had been the more inexplicable and su: 
prising. 

Lord Crewe considered that Lord 
Curzon had stated his case with the utmos: 
fairness, and that, as regards the origina) 
cause of his indignation, he would re 
ceive the universal sympathy of the 
House. Mr. Montagu had rendered grea‘ 
services to India, but on this occasion 
had committed a breach of Cabinet p:

The local representative of the Provisional 
Government was at once communicated with, 
and a search was made, with the result that 
some of the missing property was found at 
the back of the barracks, No articles of 
public property were missing, and the convoy 
proceeded on its journey, and arrived safely 
at Gormanstown on February 26. The Pro- 
visional Government had promised a full in- 
vestigation into the matter, and inquiries were 
now proceeding. 

Sir William Davison asked whether these un- 

fortunate men,. who were not men’ of any 
means, would be compensated by somebody. 
, Mr. Churehill said that he had stated that 
inquiries were proceeding, and he wag quite 
certain that they would he pressed with all 
their power by the Provisional Government.

ARMS IN. MOTOR CARS. 


EXEMPLARY SBNTENCES. 


Eleven prisoners, who had been errested on 
the night of February 9, and were convicted on 
Monday of havi arms bombs in their 
tae while driving in motor cars, were put 
orward for sentence. 

Mr. Justice Wilson said that it was perfectly 
obvious that the prisoners were in two motor 
cars and were portion of a large body taking 
part in the raids—taking peaceable subjects out 
of their beds in the dead of night, and doing 
with them as they wished. For civilisation, the 
law of foree was substituted, which ran in the 
forest before the dawn of civilisation. In a 
note book found on the prisoner John Griffin 
there was an account of trials held by him and 
acts of terrorism, including shooting at le to 
gain possession of arms. In poe, ta ocument 
were detailed shootings, the murders of four 
policemen, a blind man wounded at Ballina- 
more, and, further, that there were no spies 
shot in that battalion area of the I. R.A. These 
were some of the powers that some of the 
gs took upon themselves. In records that 
ad been captured were also financial state- 
tents, the number of arms and the quantities 
of ammunition on hand, and the prisoners, the 
people leading such an organisation, come into 
this peaceable county, having supplied them- 
sclves with drivers and maps and marked places 
to call at, and men from Enniskillen to 
guide them to the very doors of people with 
whom they had been brought up—their neigh- 

urs. i

Srg,— The inference from the statement pub- 
lished in yesterday 's issue of your paper by the 
Secretary to the Secondary Commission, De- 
partment of Education, Dds Hireann, is that 
the discussion and resolutions at the annual 
congress of the Irish Farmers’ Union give rise 
to certain misconceptions in the public mind. 

The point 
of view of the Farmers’ Union is plainly and 
simply that in an agricultural country, such as 
Ireland, due attention must be given to the 
importance of agriculture in regard to our 
educational systems and to the shaping of our 
educational systems on lines to meet the needs 
of the people. That there was oceasion for a 
protest is evident from the fact that, as 
stated, the word “ agriculture’ was not even 
once used in the new primary programme, and 
rural science was relegated to the limbo of 
optional subjects. That there were grounds for 
the demand made is evident from the fact that 
a Commission is now t6 be set up to deal with 
egricultural education in relatiow to the needs

INCOME TAX ON OCCUPIERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Bin,— There have been several letters in the 
papers showing that a person who is both an 
owner and an occupier is muleted to the extent 
of 188. in the £ from income tax, and that the 
exodus from Ireland of many country establish- 
mente is due in large measure to the infliction 
of this most excessive tax. Six shillings under 
Schedule A (the owner's) and double that under 
Schedule B (the occupier’s) make together an 
impost that cannot be borne. But apparently 
under Schedule B there may be, in some cases 
under Statute, a lightening of the burden when 
the lands are not the subject of ** husbandry "’—- 
that is to eay, tillage in the usual rotation of 
crops—where such exemption from till is (or 
was) allowed by the Department of Agriculture, 
having regard to the necessity for the pro- 
duction of cereale for the nation’s food. Why, 
then, should owners who use most of their 
lands in letting them on the eleven months’ 
eystem for grazing in the neighbourhood of a 
town where there is a grost for fresh 


| milk—lands which no spade, plough, or harrow 


has broken for forty years—why should such 
owners not at once demand that thie Schedule 
B assessment be reduced to six shillings only 
instead of twelve? It is only letting the 
eatage for the season; it is not “ busbandry '' 
or “ agriculture ” in any way, and the Statute 
in certain cases allows the reduction of aix 
shillings in the £ when there is no “ hus- 
bandry.”” 

Irish income tax ie much too high in pro- 
portion to the valuation, and there are 
thousands of acres near the milk-consuming 
cities and towns of Ireland which should de- 
mand at least this saving out of this unheard 
of tax, imposed by the Imperial Parliament.—

COMPANY AND ITS TENANTS, 
Mr. Marcus Goodbody, J.P., presided at the 
general meeting of the Dublin Artisans’ Dwel- 
lings Go., Lid., yesterday. He moved the adop- 
tion of the report, which showed that the total 
of rents received for the past year was £55,5 
for 52 weeks, as compared with £51,722 for 55 
weeks in 1920. The total working revenue for 
1921 amounted to £35,606, and after praviding 
for head rents, taxes, and workin expenses, 
there was a deficiency of £8,695, from which 
had to be deducted £555, dividends and rents 
received; £3,190, interest on loang; and credit- 
ing the balance brought forward from 1920—- 
£4,451—there remained a debit balance of 
£7,418 odd. 

The directors regretted that, so far, they 
had not been able to obtain payment of the 
authorised rent on a number of perties. 
Reference was made to the litigetion before the 
Recorder and the recent arbitration, and it was 
stated that on the properties where the tenants 
came to an andertanting with the directors in 
1920 the collection of rents had been 
wry. 

The Chairman referred to the restriction on 
the collection of the rents owing to the per 
sistent refusal ef a large majority of tenants 
to pay any rent, and he mentioned that terms 
of a settlement had bee been agreed to before Mr. 
J. C. Meredith, K.C., Arbitrator appointed by 
the Minister for Home Affairs, so that the re- 
striction, after many delays and difficulties, was 
removed, The Arbitrator would issue his award 
in aceordance with the terms of settlement 
which were accepted by the company and the 
tenants in a friendly epirit; and the directors 
were confident that the tenants who agreed to 
abide by these terms would carry them out. 

The withholding of rents had been the cause 
of no dividends being paid, and the postpone- 
ment of a large amount of external painting, 
etc. There were arrears amounting to about 
£30,000 up to December 31 last. They would 
take some time to collect, and until then the 
company would have difficulties to contend with. 

He thanked Mr. Duggan, Minister of Home 
Affaire, for assisting in bringing about the 
arbitration. 

On the estimated population on their pro- 
perty the death rate was 6.10 per 1,000, as 
compared with 16.10 per 1,000 in the Dublin 
Metropolitan area.
